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Cripps’ Mission 

Sir Stafford Cripps, now being sent by 
Britain to India in a last-ditch effort to enlist 
the mighty force, in men and resources, of that 
country on the side of the Allied Nations, faces 
an extremely difficult task. If he is able to 
reconcile the conflicting factions among the 
native population and to swing the entire 
country into enthusiastic support of Britain 


and her war allies, he wili have accomplished — 


almost a miracle. 

Winston Churchill, speaking on behalf of 
the British government, has promised eventual 
dominion status to India after the war is over. 
Details of the plan have not been made public, 
but it has unanimous approval of the British 
cabinet. 

On the other hand, leaders of India, includ- 
ing Mahatma Ghandi, have expressed disap- 
pointment, reiterating that India is demanding, 
as the price of her entry fully into the war, 
complete independence at once. 

The difficulty in granting this demand is 
that it would, inevitably, split India hopelessly 
and precipitate what would, most certainly, 
develop into bloody civil war. India is popu- 
lated by a diverse complexity of races and 
castes. all jealous of each other. On the issue 
of religion alone the Moslems would never 
peacefully accept joint and equal rule with the 
Hindus. The Hindus outnumber the Moslems 
three to one, but the two are utterly irrecon- 
cilable. 

Churchill in his statement recalled that post- 
war dominion status was promised India in 1940. 
Now. he added, the Briiish war cabinet “in 
order to clothe these general declarations with 
precision and to convince all classes, races and 
creeds in India of our sincere resolve .. . have 
unitedly agreed upon conclusions for present 
and future action.” 

It is to induce acceptance of these “con- 
clusions” by India herself that Sir Stafford 
goes upon his vital mission. If he can succeed 

in reconciling all factions of India and in 
3 inducing them to accept the British plan, he 
will have contributed one of the greatest, if 
not the greatest, achievements toward victory 
for the Allied Nations. 

Adding this new success, if it is accomplish- 
eg, to the work ‘he did in creating stronger 
bonds between Russia and her allies, Sir Staf- 
ford will stand with Churchill as one of the two 
great men of the hour in Britain’s sorest time 
of peril.

No Need for Alarm 

There has been some apprehension among 
druggists of America as to the possible effect of 
a bill which has been introduced in the lower 
house of congress. Its author is Representative 
Lex Green of the second Florida district and it 
is designated as HR-6648. 

This measure provides that medicine dis- 
pensed by the government, particularly to the 
armed forces, must be prepared and mixed only 
by registered pharmacists. It is intended for 
the protection of our men in the uniformed 
services. 

Because of the wording of the measure, 
however, some leaders in the drug business 
have feared the bill might, if enacted, be inter- 
preted to mean that none save the govern- 
ment could dispense drugs anywhere in this 


country. This, of course, would put the ordinary- 


commercial drug store out of business, insofar 
as its primary purpose, the selling of drugs is 
concerned. It would involve establishment of 
government operated dispensaries to which all 
persons would have to go whenever they desired 
drugs, either in the form of a doctor’s prescrip- 
tion or the simple home remedies known as 
proprietary medicines. 

In order to clear any ambiguity, The Consti- 
tution wrote the author of the bill, Representa- 
tive Green, asking his interpretation of the 
measure'’s intent. In his reply he saic: 

“The purpose of this resolution is to direct

that medicine dispensed by the government, 
particularly to the armed forces (Army and 
Navy) should be prepared and mixed by regis- 
tered pharmacists. 

“It will in no way affect our ordinary phara- 
ceutical business and if the language ia not 
sufficiently clear on this point, it will be made 
so before passage.” 

That seems to settle the matter and should 
remove all doubts. If the druggists of the 
nation are still fearful as to the wording of 
the resolution, it should be a simple matter 
to make sure that any necessary amendments 
are made before the resolution comes to final 
vole.

Racketeers in Patriotism 

There is a genus of soulless termites, in 
human guise, to whom nothing is too sacred for 
their filthy hands to touch. These are the 
racketeers who see, in every development of 
human emotion or human agony, only a new 
means of mulcting the unsuspecting public. 
These racketeer boys are lower than the man 
who steals pennies from the eyes of the dead, 
they are as despicable that he who would 
sell his mother for gain.

“Police and Better Business Bureaus 
that a rash of rackets tied in with the war can 
be expected soon. A few are already operating. 
Among them: Agencies which promise for a 
fee to obtain birth certificates for persons born 
in ovher states or countries; fake doctors, 
sometimes in Army uniforms, who offer selec- 
tive service registrants advance physical exami- 
nations for a prepaid $2 fee; plumbers who 
prepare furnaces for air raids, supplying parts 
at fat profits, and peddlers selling and ‘spe- 
cially tested’ for its effectiveness in extinguish- 
ing incendiary bombs. Bigger swindlers, includ- 
ing .those who organize phony charities and 
benefits, will begin operating as soon as their 
necessarily more complicated preparations are 
completed.” 

Not so long ago there was a group in Atlanta 
selling “memberships” in a so-called “Keep 'Em 
Flying Club of Atlanta.” For a price of $1.50 
or more the victims received a cheap printed 
card, that was all. The promoters took the 
$1.50—or more. 

That outfit has been stopped by Atlanta 
police and the local Better Business Bureau. 
Promoter of the scheme jumped bond and is 
now a fugitive from justice. 

The moral is, when you are asked to join 
any organization, to subscribe to any cause, of 
which you have not previously heard, com- 
municate at once with the Better Business 
Bureau at the Chamber of Commerce. And, 
if the solicitor for the scheme begins to get 
insulting and to impugn your patriotism if you 
do not immediately subscribe to his proposal, 
you can be almost certain it is a phony.

HALF-BAKED CHARGES WASHINGTON, March 12.— The 


lateat attack on OCD activities by 
Senator Harry Byrd, of Virginia, ix a sample of half-baked chargen 
againal emergency war functions that could well be dispensed with 
in the interest of national unity. 

A conservative Democrat of the old school who has never been 
able to see too much good in the New Deal, the 
Virginia senator is one of those perennial critics 
of the Roosevelt administration with a pen- 

chant for fault-finding. 

Sometimes he has not been too careful of 
his facts before rushing into print with his 
criticism. It has been necessary for the Presi- 
dent to call him to task for similar precipi- 
tancy at least once in the recent past. That was 
the time last fall when he made a lot of blanket 
charges about the failure of the national defense 
program. Someone had given him the wrong 
set of production figures, which he cited criti- 
cally without a proper check as to accuracy. 

The same omission is responsible for what- 
ever embarrassment he now suffers from a 
similar hasty demand for information regard- 
ing the alleged employment by the Office of 
Civilian Defense of a co-ordinator of bowling. 
It all sounded like more OCD frills of the type 

that caused the country to become aroused at the time Mrs. Roose- 
velt was revealed to have brought a fan dancer into the organization. 
Senator Byrd hastened to write a scorching letter to OCD Director 
Landis, which he released to the papers simultaneous with. the 
mailing, demanding the facts and presented in a Way as to leave 
little thought in the public mind but that the charges were true — 
that the OCD was spending the taxpayers’ money on a lot of use- 
less activities. 

Here is the way he put it in his public letter to the OCD director: 

‘Public resentment against boondoggling such as tliis in con- 
nection with the national defense program has reached a point 
where it is imperative, in my judgment, that you strip your agency 
of those activities that are not related directly to national defense.” 


NOT ON PAY ROLL Then it developed, as Director Landis 
quickly pointed out, that the co-ordi- 
nator of bowling was not on the government pay roll at all. His 
services were being contributed at his own expense to promote 
What is generally recognized to be a healthful recreational activity 
among War workers in defense industries.

The WPB charged that the Na- 
tional Parts Corporation delivered 
68,143 pounds of aluminum scrap 
to the Atlas foundry, that Atlas 
accepted this scrap, to which, the 
hoard said, no priority rating had 
been assigned, and later delivered 
to the National Parts Corporation 
automebile radiator grills contain- 
‘ing 35,550 pounds of aluminum 

“Thus each party to the transac- 
tion had violated priority ‘provi- 
sion, by receiving and delivering 
the sccrap on unrated orders,” the 
WPB statement said. 

In addition, it was charged, Na- 
tional Parts Corporation accepted 
illegal deliveries totaling 67,347

| ernment announced two measures, 
one to cut out consumption of the 
'gasoline which Britain’s_ sailors 
| risk their lives to bring home and 
|another to discourage 
events which tempt war workers 
from their benches. 


It won’t be all work and no play 


for Jack Bull, however. For the 
time being there will be no fur- 
ther restrictions on theaters, cin- 
-emas, dancing or football. 

Private motorists will. be per- 
mitted no more gasoline whatso- 
ever after July | unless they can 
‘prove “genuine need.” Now they 
get basic ration books for around 
160 miles of driving per month. 
To get a quick start on the cur- 
tailment, motorists will get only 
enough “petrol” for 120 miles a 
month for April, May and June. 

Dog racing will be limited to 
one day a week at each track and 
then only on Saturdays and Sun- 
days. Horse racing will be cut 
to less than 13 per cent of pre- 
war activity and restricted to a 
few tracks. Spectacular boxing 
bouts will be discouraged. 

Reading the new regulation, 
most Britishers said: “It’s about 
| time.” Observers who have vis- 
ited other European’ countries 
since the war, both belligerent 
and neutral, have been amazed by 
the number of automobiles - still 
jamming Britain’s traffic. Full 
car parks at sports events also 
have been denopnced repeatedly 
in press and parliament. 

Now, a government spokesman 
said, “the government wants all 
cars and motorcycles which are 
not needed for business or other 
essential purpose taken off the 
roads.” 

It was explained there had been 
no shortage of oil for war pur- 
poses and that the new restric- 
tions were imposed to make sure 
there will be none in the future.
